Club, sivoauls nt- 
tucked Faseism and declared that repreasion, intimidation, arson 
and murder are instruments of the Government of Italy, and there 
had been. nothing worse there since the atrocious rule of King 
Bomba (Ferdinand 11), of Naples, who reigned in the middle of the 
ulneteenth century). He rejoiced that the great Liberal leaders 
were beginning a new struggle for Italinn freedom. 

The Times expresses much doubt regarding the stability of the 
present regime. On the other hand the Daily Mail pays a glowing 
tribute to Mussolini, for whom, it proclaims, the -British. peoples

Follow- 
ing cortnin discuverics, a party 
of Rovonuo Ofliers, in charge of 
Tnspector Ward, went tu Aberdoen 
and watched tho distillery. Ono 
Rovonuo Officer was posted not far 
from the distillery, while tho rest 
or tho party waited -fur dovelop- 
monts ona aampan anchored off 
the sea wall. Aftor o long watch 
jars of wine were seen boing taken 
out of tho distillery. arpoctor 
Ward and the Chinceo officers went 
ashore and proceeded to-tho Qis- 
tillery.. Some of the jars were ex- 
amined ond found. to be bot;' 

avidence. was contradictory’ as to 
what proportion of the 210 jars 
found were bot and whut quantity 
waa warm or cold. 

Yesterday Mr. H. A. Taylor, 
Aseistant Stuperiptendent of the 
Imports and Exports Office, gave 
evidence that since ‘thie ‘case he 
had experimented on the tem- 
perature of freshly distilled Chinese 
wino.

Novertholoss it 
shows how tho country has boon 
ovorriddon by the Junker class 
to such. an. oxtont that the do- 
mocratic Govornment of recent 
months appears to have been, 
poworless to sao that all the 
provisions of tho Treaty of 
Vorsailics, and tho subsequent 
modifications, —§ wore strictly 
carriod out. In'so saying, we 
presume that thero is, or har hoon 
a gonuine desire on tho part of 
the Gorman administration to 
avoid giving uny grounds for a 
refusal of partial evacuation at 
tho ond of this week, a8 arrang- 
od. It seome unlikely that thero 
would boa doliborate attempt to 
bluff at this stage, yot that 
broaches. have been, discovered 
is ovident.

The Iron Hand. 


Events in Italy thoso days 
offer an interesting study of 
administrative mothod, and the 
ovontual result might well form 
the criterion by which to’ judge 
tho feasibility or othorwisa of 
similar mothods in other coun- 
tries. If wo accept the Mussolini 
Governmont as a patriotic ono 
actuated only by motives of 
doing the best for the country, 
thon it is to be hoped no mis- 
take has been made,.and that tho 
result of the strong-hand tactics 
will not throw the people, by a 
process of reaction, into the ranks 
of tho opposition and thus spell 
the inevitable downfall of Fascism 
os a dominant factor in tho 
country. The oxact composition of 
tho opposition is difficult to assess, 
but it appoars to include modorate 
sloments that could not be ac- 
cused of communistic designs on 
the State, such as the ox-sorvice 
men’s association. Kvidontly 
Signor Mussolini is dotormined 
to suppross all those who go 
counter to him, whoovor they 
aro.

Profdssor Albracht Ponck, the 
eminent Gorman goographist 
and geologist, of. Borlin Univer- 
sity, has drawn up a reply to the 
Malthusian theory, which he 
ontitles “A Problem of.
